but instructed concerning the moral evil of the 
slaveholdiivg here condemned.” 

The next judicial-deed enacted by the Synod 
on this subject, was in May, 1831—and 
follows: 

“Resolved, That as slavery is clearly con¬ 
demned by the law of God, and has long since 
been judicially declared to be a moral evil by this 
church: no member thereof shall, from and af¬ 
ter this date, be allowed to hold a human being 
in the character and condition of a slave. 

Resolved, That this Synod do hereby order 
all its subordinate judicatories to proceed forth¬ 
with to carry into execution the intention of the 
foregoing resolution, by requiring those church 
members undei their immediate inspection, who 
may be possessed of slaves, to relinquish their 
unjust claims, andTelease those whom they may 
have heretofore considered as their rightful pro¬ 
perty. 

Resolved, That if any member or memhers 
of this church, in order to evade this act, shall 
sell any of their slaves, or make a transfer of j 
them, so as to retain the proceeds of their 
vices, or the price of their sale, or in any other 
way evade the provisions of this act, they shall 
be subject to the censures of the church. 

Resolved, further, That where an individual 
is found, who Ins spent so much of his or hei 
strength in the service of another, as to be dis¬ 
qualified from providing for hts or her own sup¬ 
port, the master in such a case is to be held res¬ 
ponsible for the comfortable maintenance of said 
servant.” 

To these resolutions certain recommendations 
were appended, directing masters to liberate their 
sla ves at home, or in case litis could not be done, 
to remove with their slaves to the free states— 
or to send them to Liberia, or to deliver them 
over to the agent of the American Colonization 
Society, or, send them to the colony in Upper 
Canada, or deliver them by bills of sale to an a- 
gent to be appointed by Synod. These appen¬ 
dages were ail rescinded in 1837, leaving the aci 
to be enforced as stated above. The reasons for 
this were, that “these recommendations formed 
a species of covert to the slaveholder to continue 
in his .iniquity; he supposing that the Synod 
will tolerate his conduct until the means referred 
to arc afforded—aud tiiat the'Synod in passing 
an act against any immorality, are notboUnd to 
devise means to get rid of it.” 

The Synod, at their meeting in May, 1839, 
proceeded to carry into effect the above resolu¬ 
tions by suspending from sealing ordinances all 
who were engaged in this sin, by the adoption oi l 
the following resolutions. 

“1. That as we have no evidence that the 
Presbytery ol the Carolines has made any 
lion heretofore, or are now using any to carry 
j UK f execution the requisitions of the act, the Sy¬ 
nod see no reason why they should any longer 
delay final action upon this subject. 

“2. That the ministers, eiders, and their 
members, belonging to the Presbytery of the 
Carolina®, who still continue in the prac ’ 
slaveholding—and refuse to comply with the 
act of this Synod, are discharged and prohibited 
from dispensingand enjoying sealing ordinances 
in the Secession church, and are hereby peremp¬ 
torily ordered to appear at the bar of the next 
Synod, to answer for their conduct.” 

In May, 1840, the business contemplated in 
latter resolution, was brought up in Synod. 
Their otoceedings in this case, we extract from 
the prim.’ d mi » ules . P a g e l6 - 

“The seiif cl committee appointed last evening

U is some consolation to turn from these 
feenes of abject servility, so revolting to human¬ 
ly, and so inconsistent with that integrity which 
should ever ornament the gospel ministry, a/ld 
«view the progressive action of the Associate 
Recession Synod, upon this subject. She Ims 
tor thirty years been judicially pursuing a uni¬ 
form course of action tending to purge this sin 
•min her members, and has at last accomplished 
‘-’ns object. It may be interesting to lay before 
Jour readers the various steps by which this at¬ 
tainment has been made. We insert the first 
Judicial deed of this Synod relating to slavery, 
Passed ten years after her first organization in 
«ns country.

“But as the destitute condition in which y 
are placed by the defection of those who former¬ 
ly exercised a Presbyterial supervision every 
may, by some be imputed to aur.synodical 
lion on the subject of slavery, it may be neces¬ 
sary to call your attention a little to that matter. 
We feel constrained to say, that we do not con¬ 
sider ourselves as having made any demands of j 
otlr membeis in-the South relative to slavery, to 
which conscientious Christians- acting under the 
constraining influence of the-teffo of Jesus and 
with an enlightened view of tliV whole subject 
before their liiin'tls, could reasonably object. 
What have we done? We have been s^'ing for 
forty years past that slaveholding is a moral evil, 
pointed out as such, and condemned in the word 
of God. To this position we are happy in be¬ 
lieving that you all ptofess to yield a cordial 

We have also said that we could not allow 
our communion to be involved in this 
moral evil: or in other words, that we could not 
tolerate any of our members in the commission 
of this sin against the Lord our God. And : 
the essence of slavery consists in depriving 
human being of his natural liberty and risli 
under a claim of property in him. we have judi- 
•ially declared that no member of the Associate 
church could be tolerated in holdinga human be¬ 
ing in the character and capacity of a slawe,— 
which is, claiming and holding n human being 
as his property or chattel, and enjoying the avails 
of his unrequited labor.” 

Again they say, “As to the requisition of im¬ 
mediate emancipation, cither legal or moral, we 
cannot think that we have committed any error 
in making if, or that we have required a thing 
which is not required by the lavv of God. F 
if slaveholding be a sin, as we all profess 16 ! 
lieve, it surely cannot be abandoned too soo 
The divine command is, ‘cease to do evil.’” 

If such fidelity were manifested by all denom¬ 
inations of Christians, the church would soon 
“look forth as the morning, clear as the sun, Fair 
as the moon, and terrible as an army with ban¬ 
ners;” but because “she is wholly oppression 
in the midst of her;” because the ancients of 
the people “beat them in pieces and g.ind the 
faces of the poor,” and “refuse to obey the voiM 
a of the Lord,” therefore “her gates languish, 
and the Lord “is pleading her controversy” by 
suffering them to walk in the counsels of their 
own, to their own heart and lasting confusion. 
“O, house of David, thus snith the Lord, ‘ex 
cute judgment in the morning, and deliver hi 
that is spoiled out of the baud of the opptessol 
lest my fury go out like fire, and burn that non 
can quench it beeanse of the evil of your on 
doings.”

The Synod then resolved itself into 
ilee of the whole. When the committee rose, 
the chairman reported that they had made 
progress in the attainment of the object for 
which the eommiitee met. The following reso¬ 
lution, being reported, was read, discussed, and 
adopted:— 

Whereas, Synod, in committee, have uot 
succeeded in inducing the brethren of the Pres¬ 
bytery of the C-arolinas to withdraw their decli¬ 
nation; therefore, 

Resolved, That, as Rev. A. Whyte and Rev. 
H. Thompson, members of the Presbytery of! 
the Caroliuas, have declined the authority and 
fellowship of the Associate church, they be 
pended from the exercise of the office of the 
islry and the fellowship of the church, until they 
acknowledge their sin and return unto their do¬ 
ty," 

Upon these series of resolutions and the final 
issue of the whole matter, by which slavery in 
all its atrocious forms has been forevw banished 
from the Secession, we have no »‘ n er remark 
make than, “go thou and do likewise.” Tho’ 
it has issued in the exc'"*' on of a portion of the 
church, after long torbearance in hopes that 
some efforts w*mld be made to clear themselves 
of this iniquity, it is hoped that the result may 
prove beneficial in encouraging others to fideli- 1 
tv in “cleansing the sanctuary” from this pollu-

PACTS TO BE REMEMBERED. 

In the 6th month last, the meeting for suffer¬ 
ings of Indiana Yearly meeting of Friends, is¬ 
sued adocument, advising Friends to abstain from 
connecting themselves with (he Abolition or Col¬ 
onization societies. A copy of said document 
was pul into my hands by a valued Friend, and 
I thought, 1 discovered in it the essence of the 
colonization hatred of the anti-slavery cause. 
Having, under an apprehension of duty, devoted 
myself to the advocacy of “this, most righteous 
cause,” I felt that I should not be clear,-if 1 did 
endeavor to spread before Friends, the 
dencc that this documont was an’ effort of the 
Golonizationists, to connect together 
schemes, one of which, had been pronounced by 
the Yearly meeting ‘‘most' righteous;” and the 
other “iniquitous;” for the purpose of using the 
“iniquitous,” as a mill stone wherewit' 
the “righteous.” 

I therefore wrote and published in the Philan¬ 
thropist of 8th mo. 20lh, an address to the soci- 
•ely, in which I fully awarded to , Friends, the 
credit of having originated the anti-slavery 
eties, both in this country and in England; and 
of having through them accomplished much good 
—and also of having-seen through the wicked¬ 
ness of the colonization scheme, and of unreser¬ 
vedly condemning it. This merited tribute of 
praise, seems to have given great offence, 
writer of the document, and lias drawn from him. 
a review of my address. 

The writer charges me with having “impli 
cated the character of the society” of Friends, 
and with having opened an attack upon it. 

There is nothing in my address which justi¬ 
fies these charges; there is not a syllable in ! ' 
which implicates the character of the society- 
unless to a colonizationist, it may seem lobe 
impeachment of their character to say, thgt at 
early period they “consented, arranged, and ci 
ried forward a train of measures, calculated to 
effect the entire abolition of slavery as speedily 
as possible,” <fce. All which the author of the 
document denies; seeking to rob them or their 
well-earned reputation, for a sincere ami active 
devotion to the cause of bleeding humanity. If| 
he had lived as many years as I have, and had 
been half as conversant with the works of be¬ 
nevolence in which Friends have been engaged, 
he would not now have “slopped to inquire— 
when, and how” Friends have done those 
things? 

The reviewef'inquires'how I know that there 
were any colonizationists. in the meeting which 
issued the document; signifying that there w"~ 
no evidence in the document itself thaPstrch w 
the fact. If opposition to abolilioirsocieties 
evidence of a colonization spirit, tlijeu I have 
to learn the first elements of the springs of 
human action. 1 saw, however, in the document 
itself, what to my mind was conclusive Evidence, 
of the dark-spirit r of colonization; butd did not 
then suppose, that the writer oMhevdoeument, 
would have ventured so soon m coufirm ui 
vietions, by coming out in a reviov.’, mid 
ing himself the friend of that most “iniquitous 


scheme”. 

Let it then be remembered, that the writer of; 
the epistle of the'meeting for sufferings, is the 
public advocate, supporter and champion of a 
scheme, which has been denouheed.by the Year¬ 
ly Meeting of Indiana, as an ‘iniquitous scheme’ 
—-and. that he recommends, as a Christian medi- 
for the promulgation of the gospel among 


by .one,of their own missionaries, was the scat¬ 
tering of the fingers, ears, brains and blood m 
the hapless objects of their love, by “pepper¬ 
ing them with musket balls, and strewing the 
ground with the bodies of the slain!” I should 
hope “the Society of Friends would feel them¬ 
selves discredited by beiug made his pupils” oji I 
the subject of christianizing the heathen.' 

not suprised, that a labored argument 
defence of the “Colonization- humbug” should 
be full of “random statements and misrepresent¬ 
ations;” but I am surprised; that a person, oth¬ 
erwise so intelligent and respectable, should still 
be a colonizationist. The only truly sensible 
remark in the whole review was, thecmidid ac¬ 
knowledgement, that he “felt as though he could 
he better employed.”

THE THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
CINCINNATI WOMBN’S A. S. SOC- 
The lapse of a year again calls on us to pause 
—look back and review what we have done as 
a society for the deliverance of the bondman— 
and for the raising up of those formed' in the im¬ 
age or God, who have been crushed and trodden 
under foot by the relentless-tyranny of a public 
sentiment which slavery has rendered both cor¬ 
rupt ami mischievous. This review is to us 
painful in some of its aspects, and pleasant | 
others;—painful, for wc can but realize, when 
we look at the feebleness' ami paucity of our ef¬ 
forts, that we have not remembered those >in 
bonds as bouittl with them, —pleasant, for we 
still see and.feel that much.good has been done, 
and that our labors have not been in vain in tliel 
Lord. 

The meetings of this society have beeugener- 
ally well sustained; and the greatest unanimity 
of feeling lias prevailed among the managers and 
members in all the business transactions of the! 
past year. 

The amount of money expended, it will be 
seen from the treasurer’s report,- is not so great 
as in some former years, (owing, to aid received 
from the city council); but tinvcii more has been, 
done in other departments of labor—and the 
school still under our care and supervision 
never been for the same length of time 
flourishing a condition. This is doubtless in 
a great measure owing to the fact that at the, 
commencement of the year a teacher was pro¬ 
cured who had before, I'or'a short lime filled the 
situation, and whose ability and unwearied dili¬ 
gence in the performance of her duties, have 
secured her the love and respect of her pupils, 
and the warm approval of the many visiters mull 
friends who from time to lime have been present 
during ih'e honrs of recitation. 

Late in the fall a petition praying for Abe abo-.j 
liliou of the slave trade in the district of Coluiu- 
bia was drawn up by a com mi lice chosen from 
our members—and between four ami five bun 
dred signatures of ladies in tlid city hitd vicini¬ 
ty obtained and forwarded” to Mr. Giddings at 
Washington. But with thousands.of others we 
found we were pleading for the poor—i 
deal to the cry—and appealing to hearts hurdeu- 
jed into stone—by the influence of sordid ii 
or the exercise of unlawful powor. Still 
are far from beiug disheartened, for ho who 
siuetli king forever, mid who rulvllt the rulers 
of the .earth has assured us dial “every yoke 
shall be broken and that the oppressed shall go 
free.” 

We have also the last year endeavored to 
and combat the deep rooted prejudice which has 
existed in the minds of the inass of tho peopli 
against anti-slavery effort,—and it cheers us n 
ii lhat this prejudice though still strong, ii 
growing every day more weak; and is only sus¬ 
tained (in those not blinded by self-iuleresi,) by 
the deplorable ignorance, which rests on the 
the mind of the community in regard to our de¬ 
signs-and manner of carrying them into effect 
—and the real magnitude of the enemy with 
which we are contending. This ignorance even 
those otherwise intelligent, it has been our 
endeavor to remove by friendly personal con¬ 
versation on the subject of slavery in all its bear¬ 
ing—-the circulation of pamphlets,—tracts ect,, 
the delivering of several highly interesting and 
effective public letures, by given by gentlemen 
our request. 

Recently we have been interested in the for¬ 
mation of a eem-a-week society; upon a plan 
which has operated very successfully in Great 
Britain for many years, and which is now.ptac- 
.ticed in many parts of the Eastern Slates 
with pleasing results. A number of collectors 
who we doubt not will be efficient, have engaged 
the work, and we think it will prove to be 
plan of raising funds easy aud constant in its op¬ 
eration. 

And now dear sisters let us renew onr dili¬ 
gence and redouble our efforts in the good work 
in which we have engaged in the year that is be¬ 
fore us; let not the successes of the past lead to 
apathy, but stimulate to new zeal. And though 
our offering in the holy cause of freedom, be 
small as the widow’s mite, compared with the 
gifts ol others, still if it can truly be said of-ns; 
asof her, ‘tShe hath done .arliatshe.could,,” we 
shall have the approval of .onr tjwu conscience 
apd the smiles.of fleavem. ,

And in view of the relation which we sustain 
to these subjects, the insidious and onward 
march of the spirit of tyranny over our laud, the 
support and sanction it receives by our fellow 
citizens, as q body, and a conviction in the 
minds of many .that the liberty of conscience 
and the subversion of religious toleration are 
threatened by the continued extension of this 
gfeaf Cnemy to liberty and virtue;—*ve feel con¬ 
strained also to address the members of our re- 
ligioi® Society in. order to strengthen their hands 
in bearing a inore consistent raid faithlul testi¬ 
mony against*i?ie system of slavery in any form 
and under nveryjffttdificaiion: 

Recognizing, as" we profess to do,- bv assu¬ 
ming the Chrisiian name, the perfect equality of 
every human c«miiire, it is important that we 
become divested of prejudice—that antagonist of 
tile principle of Jove which seems to be at the 
toot of the oppression and degradation of this 
people. 

Slave laws and all the other oppressive laws 
of which we complain are the creatures of pith- 1 
lib sentiment, created and sustained by the com¬ 
mon erinsent of the people, and a responsibility 
must rest upon every member of our society 
proportionate to his or Iter opportunities of cor¬ 
recting this public sentiment and eradicating the 
prejudice against the victims of oppression from 
the minds of the community. In this way a 
testimony may he borne, ami if Friends permit 
their feelings to be property enlisted in behalf of 
suffering humanity, and “remember those in 
bonds as bound with them,” they may find 
much for their hands to do in loosening the 
bauds of wickedness. A large portion or nur 
neighbors in the lion-slaveholding states are un¬ 
willing that emancipation should take place, aud 
tlieir opposition proceeds in a great measure 
frhm a want of itiibrfhatioii rfelntive to'-the prac¬ 
ticability and safety of such a measure. Many 
of them have friends .hi the south who hold 
slaves, and they are connected villi religious 
soe-ieiies whose members are slave holders, yet 
with all- these eoppbrtunities of propagating ef¬ 
fectively the principles of liberty, their influence 
is ton generally on the side of the oppressor.— 
The exclusion of truth upon this important sub¬ 
ject to a great extent from the columns of the

its strong holds', and to expunge from the stat¬ 
utes of this dountry those unequal and oppres¬ 
sive enactments in relation to colored people, it 
behoves us to use our in ft lichee in endeavoring 
to reconcile the minds of our fellow-citizens to 
measures so imperiously demanded by every 
Christian principle. 

The encouragement of schools among them, 
by which their morals may be improved and the 
prejudice against them in some measure remov¬ 
ed; may be a consideration worthy of the special 
intention of Friends. 

The importance of abstinence, as fur as prac- 
liealde, from the products of the labor of slaves 
as a means of peaeably counteracting the sys¬ 
tem of slavery, and of clearing our own skirts 
from all'participation in this inquiry, cannot lie 
too'closely examined.

ilegc, I went on at some length to state my sen¬ 
timents on the subject of slavery, the object of 
my mission and the rights to which we, as a 
church, were entitled by the Constitution of the 
United States, and the Constitutions of the par¬ 
ticular States, South Carolina not excepted. 

When I came out of the ptilpit, Mr. Miller 
requested me to remain for some time in the 
meeting house, S3 it belonged to him, and they 
had no right to enter it. On hearing this, they 
rushed in, and amidst a storm of unbridled pas¬ 
sion, denpunced me as an incendiary, an Outlaw, 
and as throwing firebrands among the slaves to 
arouse them to butcher their masters. I.denied 
all these charges, admitted that I had taught the 
doctrines contained in the Synod’s letter, claim¬ 
ed the rights of a citizen of the United States, 
reprimanded their breach of the Sabbath, disuir- 
bance of public worship, ami demanded tlierr 
authority for what they were doing. If I had 
violated the laws of the State, l was perfectly 
willing (o confront its 'tribunals, be tried by a ju¬ 
ry of its citizens, and submit to its decisions.— 
But without wairant, without authority, without 
right save that of might, my saddlebags were 
seized, and myself violently taken out of the 
church. 

After riding several miles, our Fairfield mob 
called a hall, paraded their tneii in a circle, ex¬ 
amined the contents of my saddlebags, item by 
item, took all my papers, ami finally refused to 
return them. But here, as Providence had or¬ 
dered it, they found mulling out of which they 
could decypher Much. The Synod’s letter was 
theft read aloud, and the scene which followed 
beggars all description. Wrath indescribable 
settled in every face, curses of d-—d old abo¬ 
litionist, incendiary, devil, infamous wretch, 
eowskin him, lung him up, accompanied with 
fearful oaths and imprecations, marked' this 
transaction which language utterly fails to des¬ 
cribe. A darker scene of deep depravity and 
awful inupiety, Hell will never, can never 
through ceaseless ages present. Assured that 
my life was now at stake, and yet convinced of 
t the integrity of my pujpose, ami The justice of - 
my cause, I rushed int«z the middtC’of the ring, 
with an appeal to their sense of brtlior, knowing 
tliis to he the only way by which such men can 
i be readied. “Gentlemen, you will surely not 
condemn a man unheard. Y(tu have me in 
your power—resistance on my part would bs 
worse than useless; but if you possess the' high- 
minded, honorable feelings which many of my 
southern friends possess, you are too magna¬ 
nimous to condemn and execute me, without 
permitting me to say a few words at least in my 
own defense.’-’- Several voices answered, “we 
want to hear nothing from a d--d abolition¬ 

ist.” One man however, said, “Boys, give 
him a chance; don’t condemn him unheard.”— 
Thiwlridy was an animating voice. It was an 
intimation that God Almighty was presiding 
over tlie scene, and setting bounds to man’s 
vrath. I waspermitted to speak at *om« 


... (gtli, during which time my 'feeble powers 
were doubtless exerted to their extent in vindi¬ 
cating the Synod’s appointment, in sustaining 
their pastorbl letter, in repelling the false charge 
of endeavoring to arouse the slaves to cut their 
master’s throats, in contending for die right of 
preaching the whole word of God every where, 
and in claiming the privilege of a fair and legal 
trial, as L had violated no law of South Caroli¬ 
na, or any other State. This- seemed to have 
been the means of intimidating them, lest they 
might bring themselves into difficulty, so far 
that they desisted for the present from violence. 
But it was the last time they permitted rne'io 
speak for myself among them.

Site was four or five years old. She was a very 
sober and thoughtful girl; sometimes she would 
sit an liuur together without hardly moving, en¬ 
gaged in deep thought. She had a great mind 
for such a young girl. She was not dull and 
stupid, for when site played she was as lively as 
the best of them. Almost every morning she 
would bring into the school room a flower pot 
fpll of the most beautiful flowers,—the lily, the 
tulip, and the velvet rose,—apd set them on 
the desk. Sometimes their sweet fragrance 
would fill all the room, anti make us all feel 
happy-Mhat.is what God made the flowers for. 
Probably- most of. the children who read this, 
never saw the great “Prairies of the West.”—

they called,“cedars of God.” High mountains 
they called “mountains of God,” and great riv¬ 
ers they called “rivers of God.”

The backwardness of inferior talents: the retiring hesita¬ 
tion of genuine modesty; and even the downca.t look 
•aused by the memory of past misconduct;—these are 
kinds of shame which often lead to humility; and still 
oftener, perhaps, are mistaken for that virtue. Even the 
diame i,f conscious ignorance has ever been held to be a 
mark and 'a promise of wisdom. But the shame of poverty 
is nb such redeeming quality. If the indigence is un- 
roidable it come3 by the act of God: and whoever is a- 
sbamedofit, reproaches bis Maker. If, the effect of our 
profligacy, we ought only to be ashamed of its cause. 

Seneca was no lauder of poverty ns a monkish virtue. 
His doctrine, is, that; “Asa wise man admits no dis¬ 
honorable penury within his threshold, so neither will he 
reject opulence, when it comes a3 the gift of fortune or 
the reward of virtue.” This is as far as a heathen could 
go. It shows a great mind, blindly feeling after sub¬ 
mission to the providence of God. Yet the sound 
of the Pagan condemns the species of false-pride, of 
which I am speaking, as do (he precepts of inspired 
Poor People who have once been rich; or who have 
wealthy friends, are most exposed t» this kind ofself- 
irmcnt; I mean shame at our condition in life. I knew 
family of several daughters whose faces were unusually 
pretty, and their minds no-wisc inferior, y«l whose father, 
by a reverse, had lost, a large amount of property. By the 
aid of a younger brother, the yoing ladies took in, by, 
stealth some small work which they wrought in a dark 
garret. The proceeds they expended in scraps of finery 
for their persons, which, after all. served only to put the 
beholder in mind of their past affluence; and, like the 
patch-work robe, in Otway’s “Old woman,”

the United States and purchased the Island in the Ohio 
river, known to this day by his name.

Harman Blennerhassett, in bodily stature, was rather 
above the general size. His manners were highly pol¬ 
ished, and his address captivating and agreeable. From 
his youth, he was most ardently attached to literature 
and philosophy, seldom allowing himself‘(even in hit 
old age) more than six or seven hours sleep in the twenty, 
four, and two or three hours exercise; the remainder of 
as employed oither in acquiring or imparting 
knowledge on subjects connected with the general litera- 
of the period, or in investigating more abstruse sub¬ 
jects relating to the dead languages, tho mathematics, 
natural philosophy, and the fine arts. His musical com¬ 
positions have been performed by some of the finest 
bands, and have been much admired by connoisseurs; and 
writings display great depth el learning in, and per¬ 
ception into, the various subjects on which they treat, 
endowed, naturally, with a most retentive memory 
i so, that up to a short period, prior to his death, 
he could repeat, in Greek, the whole of Homer’s Illiad.
